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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  REPORT— Continued. 

Citizens  are  respectfully  desired  to  refer  to  the  above  Ta- 
ble for  all  statistical  information  regarding  our  Schools  the 
past  year.  They  will  find  it  containing  much  that  is  impor- 
taut. for  them  to  know.  It  shows  at  a  glance  what  Districts 
.  stand  at  the  head  and  what  at  the  foot  on  average  attendance; 
non-absence  a  half  day;,  instances  of  tardiness.  &c.  How 
those  689  tardy  marks  look  for  No.  13,  Winter  Term,  of 
which  40  stand  against  one  certain  boy,  rather  ominous  for 
bis  future.  Then  there  is  the  .counterpart,  in  No.  2,  Sum- 
mer Term.  Parents  can  see  where  they  are  faulty  in  not 
having  their  children  uniformly  and  punctually  at  school 
while  keeping,  though  some  do  their  duty  in  this  respect 
faithfully,  as  thosu  64  cases  of  non-absence  a  half  day  in  the 
Bummer,  and  those  67  in  the  Winter,  clearly  show.>  But 
what  are  these  among  786,  the  whole  number  of  scholars  at- 
tending? It  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  many  teachers  have 
failed  of  amending  to  their  duty  to  report  the  number  not  at- 
tending school  at  all.  But  we  know  that  too  large  a  numher 
are  coming  up  in  the  town  in  that  way,  whose  cases  should 
be  taken  in  hand  by  the  Selectmen,  or  other  competent  au- 
thority. 

Your  committee  has  kept  a  record  of  the  progress  and 
thoroughness  of  each  pupil  in  town  as  to  his  study  the  past 
year.  He  has  thereby  found  that  some  had  been  suffered  to 
go  over  more  ground  than  they  did  or  could  completely  mas- 
ter;  and  that  several  have  been  accustomed  to  give  so  little 
thought  in  vacation  to  what  they  had  learned  the  previous 
term,  that  it  would  mostly  escape  lrom  memory  by  the  open- 
ing of  the  succeeding  term.'  The  progiess  of  such  must  be 
slow  indeed.  Parents  should  help  in  this  matter  by  having 
their  children  in  vacation  give  proper  attention  to  reviewing, 
60  far  as  to  retain  in  mind,  what  they  had  acquired. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  Town  raise 
more  money  for  the  support  of  our  schools. 
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Tour  teachers,  the  past  year,  with  one  exception  perhaps, 
have  labored  untiringly  in  their  several  places,  thus  secur  ng 
real  improvement  to  their  pupils  proportionate  to  the  efforts 
of  the  latter  to  profit  from  their  opportunities,  in  which  a 
large  number  have  merited  high  praise  from  their  studious 
and  excellent  habits.  Those  who  had  previously  taught  in 
town,  have  fully  sustained  their  excellent  reputation  as  teach- 
ers, so  that  nothing  further  need  be  said  of  them  in  passing. 

The  pupils  in  a  i'ew  of  the  districts  have  laid  aside  whis- 
pering, that  bane  to  all  schools  where  used  ;  in  some  others 
they  have  gone  far  towards  the  same  result,  which  certain 
others  manifest  a  strong  determination  to  keep  on  in  the  bad 
habit.  Reporting  on  this  has  not  become  so  near  complete  as 
to  form  the  data  for  a  column  in  the  Table,  but  hope  it  will 
next  year. 

The  health  and  ccmfort  of  the  scholars  require  that  shade 
trees  and  shrubbery  be  set  about  the  school-houses.  Will 
not  the  children  and  parents  move  in  this  the  coming  spring  ? 
Some  of  the  school-houses  ou.ht  to  be  built  over  anew,  or 
greatly  repaired. 

No.  1,  made  commendable  improvement.  A  fc-v  succeed- 
ed excellently ;  though  those,  spelling  schools  probably  did 
not  aid  on  the  day  lessons  much. 

No.  2,  advanced  well  for  the  time.  Mr.  Hunt  gives  prom- 
ise of  much  future  success  at  teaching. 

No.  3,  was  troubled  with  a  difficulty,  summer  term,  that  the 
committee  was  called  on  to  settle.  On  inspection,  found  that 
the  pupils  had  progressed  well  in  their  studies,  despite  the 
trouble,  which  was  found  to  have  arisen  from  certain  feuds* 
between  the  boys  of  the  different  neighborhoods,  and  which 
finally  got  into  the  school,  involving  aho  the  parents.  A!! 
was  amicably  settled,  however,  aud  the schoql  kept  out  peace- 
fully. How  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  brethren  to 
dwell  together  in  unity.  Winter  improvement  not  quite  up 
to  that  of  the  summer.  Miss  Morrill  is  one  of  the  best  of 
teachers,  but  felt  somewhat  the  disadvantage  of  teaching 
right  in  the  midst  of  her  former  playmates. 

No.  4,  went  ahead  well  in  study,  and  made  a  great  con- 
quest in  order,  entirely  banishing  that  loud  study  and  nearly 
bringing  under  that  whispering.  The  insubordination  in  the 
higher  department,  winter  terra,  promptly  met  with  its  de- 
served fate,  though  care  should  be  taken  in  subduing  such 
turbulent  fellows,  not  to  strike  tbern  about  the  bead. 
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No.  5,  gives  evidence  of  faithful  instruction  and  diligent 
study.  Wtnter  term  a  little  broken  by  sickness  of  the  teacher. 

No.  6,  with  an  exception  or  two,  improved  but  little  sum- 
mer term,  from  a  trouble  that  arose  in  thr  school  by  reason 
of  the  feather's  company.  Mr.  Hoit  advanced  the  scholars 
rapidly  and  thoroughly  winter  term.  He  gives  promise  of 
being  a  first  rate  teacher,  especially  where  order  can  be  secur- 
ed through  kindness  and  gentle  means. 

No.  7,  has  done  well,  though  some  need  to  look  more  into 
the  reason  of  things. 

No.  9.  yields  the  fruit  of   good  instruction  and  close  study. 

No.  10,  manifests  thoroughness  of  drill,  and  much' applica- 
tion to  the  lessons. 

No.  ll,  appeared  to  be  doing  excellently  when  visited. 

No.  12,  stands  second  in  improvement,  and  one  of  the  first 
in  order.  « 

No.  13,  has  enjoyed  the  labors  of  well  skilled  and  faithful 
teachers.  The  primary  department  has  improved  well,  espec- 
ially in  order.  The  higher  department  had  good  success  sum- 
mer term.  Many  abo  accomplished  much  in  the  winter, 
though  some  did  not  second  Mr.  Ca'wley's  effort  at  thorough- 
ness, and  hence  missed  of  gaining  what  ibey  might.  The 
intermediate  department  labored  under  great  difficulties  as  to 
the  room  kept  in,  such  as  constantly  cold  feet  and  colds,  the 
most  inconvenient  and  uncomfortable  seats  for  children's  stu- 
dy, the  quantity  of  smoke,  the  acid  leaking  from  the  stove- 
pipe in  gallons,  &c.  Had  not  Miss  Chandler  been  one  of  the 
best  and  most  energetic  of  teachers  she  could  have  accom- 
plished nothing  for  good  to  the  school  in  such  a  room.  As  it 
was,  her  untiring  efforts  were  largely  thrown  away,  though 
considerable  improvement  was  secured  to  many. 

By  all  means  let  that  school-house  be  enlarged  this  spring. 

No.  14,  stands  first  in  improvement,  and  one  of  the  firs£ 
in  order.
